ON 07/07/13, AT ABOUT 2019 HOURS, I WAS DISPATCHED TO| 
FEMALE WITH A GUN. THE CALLER ADVISED HIS WIFE WAS INSIDE THE HOUSE WEARING A 
BULLET-PROOF VEST AND THREATENING HIM WITH A HANDGUN. 



UPON ARRIVAL, AT ABOUT 2024 HOURS, I WAS INFORMED BY OFFICER C. SMITH VIA RADIO, 
WHO WAS TALKING TO THE VICTIM/CALLER, THAT THE FEMALE WAS STILL INSIDE THE HOUSE 
AND PROBABLY STILL ARMED. OFFICER C. SMITH ADVISED VIA RADIO THAT THE FEMALE WAS 
WEARING A BULLET PROOF VEST AND THAT SHE WAS LAST SEEN INSIDE THE MASTER BEDROOM. 
HE ALSO ADVISED THAT SHE HAD THREATENED THE VICTIM WITH THE GUN. 



ONCE ADDITIONAL UNITS ARRIVED, OFFICERS WENT ON ALL SIDES OF THE HOUSE TO SET UP A 
PERIMETER AROUND THE HOUSE. SGT. JAMES ADVISED ME VIA RADIO THAT HE COULD SEE THE 
OFFENDER ON THE BACK PORCH SMOKING A CIGARETTE. 



I INFORMED LT. LEWALLEN OF THIS, AND HE SAID WE SHOULD ATTEMPT TO TAKE HER INTO 
CUSTODY. I WENT WITH LT. LEWALLEN AND WAS WITH HIM AS HE LOCATED THE OFFENDER AND 
GAVE HER VERBAL COMMANDS, WHICH SHE HESITANTLY COMPLIED WITH. 

WHILE LT. LEAWLLEN AND OTHER OFFICERS WHERE WATCHING HER, I WENT AROUND THE 
HOUSE AND WENT UP THE STAIRS TO THE PORCH WHERE SHE WAS. I COULD SEE HER STANDING 
UP, THAT HER HANDS WERE EMPTY, AND THAT SHE APPEARED TO BE WEARING A BULLET PROOF 
VEST. 



I GAVE HER COMMANDS TO GET ON THE GROUND, SPREAD HER ARMS AND LEGS, AND SHE 
SLOWLY COMPLIED WITH MY COMMANDS. I SECURED MY WEAPON AND PLACED MY KNEE ON 
HER LOWER BACK/BUTTOCKS AREA AND PLACED HER IN HANDCUFFS BEHIND HER BACK. AS I 
WAS DOING THIS SHE SAID, "IT'S INSIDE" AND I ASKED WHAT SHE MEANT, AND SHE SAID, "THE 
GUN." 



I THEN BEGAN TO SEARCH THE OFFENDER AND REMOVED THE BULLET PROOF VEST BY 
UNBUCKLING IT. I THEN FOUND SHE HAD A REDDISH COLOR KNIFE INSIDE HER WAISTBAND ON 
THE LEFT SIDE. I REMOVED IT AND PLACED IT ON THE GROUND. I THEN DISCOVERED SHE WAS 
WEARING AN AMMO BELT AROUND HER WAIST THAT HAD SEVERAL ROUNDS OF AMMUNITION 
FOR A HANDGUN. I REMOVED THAT FROM HER, AND I COMPLETED A SEARCH OF HER PERSON. I 
DID NOT FIND ANYTHING ELSE. 



SHE INFORMED US THAT THERE WASN'T ANYONE ELSE INSIDE THE HOUSE. OTHER OFFICERS 
DID A SEARCH OF THE HOUSE FOR OFFICER SAFETY TO ENSURE THAT THERE WASN'T ANYONE 
INSIDE INJURED. THEY DID NOT LOCATE ANYONE. 



ONCE THE HOUSE WAS SECURE, WE MOVED OFF THE PORCH INTO THE DINING ROOM OF THE 
HOUSE, AND I SPOKE WITH THE OFFENDER. I TOLD HER THAT WE WERE CALLED TO THE HOUSE 
BY HER HUSBAND. SHE INTERRUPTED ME AND SAID, "HE'S A FUCKING PUSSY." I CONTINUED TO 
EXPLAIN THE REASON FOR THE CALL AND SHE SAID THAT NOTHING HAPPENED. 



I ASKED IF SHE WANTED TO TALK AND TELL HER SIDE OF THE STORY, AND SHE SAID YES. I

ME. I ASKED HER TO TELL ME WHAT HAPPENED. 



SHE TOLD ME THAT SHE CAME OVER TO THE HOUSE TO SPEAK WITH THE VICTIM ABOUT WHY 
HE HADN'T PICKED UP THE KIDS AND TO DISCUSS MONEY. SHE SAID SHE ENTERED THE HOUSE 
THROUGH THE GARAGE DOOR WHICH WAS UNLOCKED AND CONFRONTED THE VICTIM IN THE 
MASTER BEDROOM. SHE SAID SHE HAD HER BATON OUT AND THAT SHE WAS ANGRY AND 
THOUGHT ABOUT HITTING HIM. SHE ADMITTED SHE TOLD HIM THAT SHE WAS GOING TO HIT 
HIM. SHE SAID SHE THUMPED HER BULLET PROOF VEST A COUPLE OF TIMES WITH IT AND THEN 
SWUNG THE BATON AROUND AND FINALLY HIT A COMPUTER MONITOR ON THE DESK WITH IT. 



SHE TOLD ME THAT HER GUN WAS IN HER PURSE AND THAT SHE DEMANDED THE MONEY SHE 
WAS OWED FROM HIM. AT FIRST SHE SAID SHE GOT THE GUN OUT OF HER PURSE AND THAT IT 
WAS IN HER HAND WHEN SHE CONFRONTED HIM, BUT SHE CHANGED HER STATEMENT AND SAID 
IT WASN'T IN HER HAND. SHE SAID, THAT WHEN SHE CONFRONTED HIM, SHE WAS ANGRY AND

HIS STATEMENT HE WROTE THAT WHEN HE CAME OUT OF THE BATHROOM SHE WAS IN THE 
BEDROOM HOLDING A METAL STICK (THE EXPANDABLE BATON). HE WROTE THAT SHE WAS 
THREATENING HIM WITH THE STICK AND HITTING HER VEST WITH IT. HE WROTE THAT SHE SAT
